‘The shack was a small one and fur- 
nished...as . barely as such shacks 
usually are.- In one corner of it cloge 
to the stove there hung a bear trap 
which never appeared to be used or 
moved from its position, and one of

(The" following ‘are some notes 
of experiences related by two 
“residents of this district who 
have had wide experience of trav- 
elling ‘and living in the more re- 
mote and unsettled parts of Can- 
ada in past years.) 

Before I came to Alberta, said C—, 
I spent several -years. in Northern 
Ontario in that part of the country 
which has now been opened up by 
‘the lines of the Canadian National 
and the Temiskaming and Northern 
Ontario railways. These lines ‘had not 
deen built in those days, and the coun- 
try was to all intents and. purposes 
an uninhabited waste. It was some 
what indefinitely known that consid- 
érable mineral wealth in silver oad 
gold was to be found in these regions, 


but the great finds which made the 
wealth of Cobalt and Porcupine had 
not vet come. Scatterad prospectors, 
working in ones or twos, and with 
litte in the way of resources or 
money, traversed the country. In 
addition to them, the agents and 
emp!oyees of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany ranged over the area, and scat: 
tered parties of Indians, but none 
the less ii was very much of a soii- 
lary wilderness. There were no 
roads, and all travel had to be done 
elther by the rivers and creeks in 
canoes with occasional portaged or 
on foot through the woods where the 
going was extraordinarily difficult 
. and all equipment had to be packed 
on the backs of the travellers, 
* _ The loads which some of the pack- 
ers could carry would seem incredible 
to the ordinary man. I. once met in 
my wanderings through the wilder- 
ness the man who was counted cham- 
pion of the whole country, if not, in- 
‘deed of the whole Hudson Bay ser- 
vice. I cannot remember exactiy the 
weight which he was said tv have 
carried on his shoulders, but it “ame. 
if I am not mistaken, to somewhere 
about 800 to 900 pounds. He was 
a gigantic man, but when I saw him 
he was morc. or less of a physical 
wieck. He was practically biini, this 
affliction being thonght to hays been 
caused by the pressure of the tump- 
iive across his forenead—which is the 
usual method by which packere se- 
cure their loads on their shoulders. 
I do not know whether this is a cor 
rect explanation from a _ medica! 
standpoint of the blindness which had 
come on the old man, but that was 
what was general?y thought among 
the other packers. It may be inter- 
esting to point out that the first sign 
of a failure of strength and incapa- 
city to carry the great loads showed 
itself in hig knees, which began to 
give way under the great burdens 
which he tried to carry. Some of 
these packers were in the wilderness 
for more than a year at a time with- 
out seeing anybody except the oneor 
two members of their own party. I 
remember on one occasion when my 
partner and I were making our way 
north in the wilderness, we met a 
party of these packers coming out, 
and their delight at meeting strangers 
who they found had been compara- 
tively recently in touch with civiliza- 
tion was an indication of the mental 
strain involved in prolonged solitude 
in the wilds with only two or three 
companions and no change whatever 
of society. 

My partner and I were prospecting 
for gold and silver, and we found sev- 
eral quite promising veins, but only 
from one of them did we realize any- 
thing like a good profit. The chief 
difficulty was our own lack of capital 
and the inaccessibility of the places 
where we found the indications of the 
precious metals. Some of the pros- 
pectors did make finds from which 
they reaped quite large financial har- 
vests, but on the whole it was with 
us and others of the same occupation 
as it usually is with pioneers in every 
walk of life—we sowed and others 
reaped. 

The life which we had to lead on 
these exploring expeditions could not 
be desoribed as luxurious. Owing to 
the difficulty of transportation which 
I have already alluded to, we had to 


ee 


carry our whole belongings and 


equipment on our backs, and as we. 


spent the winter in the wilds, thig 
meant including a small cooking 
stove and cooking utensils, as well 
as our Dlankets, rifles and a certain 
quantity of food. We also carried a 
little tent which was just about big 
enough to contain ourselves and ou: 
stove and the rest of our belongings. 
The winters of Northern Ontario are 


exceedingly cold, certainly as cold, if,ever use it. 


not perhaps a good deal colder than 
the average winter on the prairies, 
while the snow is of course very 
much deeper. What we did when we 
camped in winter time was to dig a! 
burrow in the snow and put up our 
‘tent in it, taking care to leave a foot 
or two of. snow between us and the 
ground. This was necessary because 
if we did not do so, but dug right 
down to the ground, the heat of the 
stove in the tent would make th- 
ground soft and wet, but with a foot- 
thick flooring of snow, everything 
wag clean and dry, any moisture soak- 
ing through to the ground. For bed- 
ding, we laid down layers of spruce 
boughs and spread our blankets on 
the top of them. On very cold nights, 
and the cold did reach about 60 below 
some times, it was not easy to keep 
the tent even approximately warm. 
In fact I have seen the stove red-hot 
and water in the pail beside it frozen. 
We used to cut a plentiful supply of 
firewood before turning in for the 
night and lay it beside our bed. Nat- 
urally, owing to the confined espace, 
it was beside the stove also, and at 
any time during the night or in the 
morning, if we happened to sleep 
right through the night, whichever 
of us was nearest to the ‘fire simply 
turned over and put some firewood on 
or relighted the stove, if it had gone 
out, without getting out of bed. We 
went through the greater part of one 
of those winters without taking our 
clothes off, and naturally we made 
oe effort to indulge in a morning bath 
under such circumstances. 


I had heard, and I have since heard 
plenty of. stories about the danger 
to men in the wilderness from wolves, 
but from my own experience I do not 
believe that that danger really exists 
to any extent. Wolves in my opinion 
seldom or never will attack a man 
as long as he Js on his feet and ap- 
parently able to move and defend 
himself. They might attack a sick 
or wounded man, and I suppose un- 
der very exceptional circumstances 
wolves would attack, and have attack- 
ed men, but the general rule that I 
have mentioned holds good. I have 
often heard the wolves howling in the 
wilderness, but only once did I see 
one. I was coming back to camp to- 
wards nightfall on one occasion and 
was walking on the ice of a small 
river, when I saw an animal standing 
on the ice in the middle of the river 
a little way ahead of me. It was be- 
ginning to get dusk, but it was light 
enough for me to realize that it was 
a wolf. I had no gun of any sort, and 
I was about a mile from our camp, 
and I confess that I felt distinctly 
uneasy. However, I did what I un- 
derstood what was the safest thing 
under such circumstances. I went 
straight at the wolf as quickly as I 
could move, and as soon as I began 
to get near him he turned round and 
ran into the woods on the bank of 
the river, and I saw nothing more of 
him. This was the only occasion on 
which I came in anything like cloge 
contact with a wolf. 


We did not become rich on our 


‘prospecting, and certainly we did not 


live luxuriously, and yet ‘beyond all 
question there was a fascination about 
the life, so much so that it was with 
very considerable reluctance that I 
yielded to the request of my family, 
who were farmers in the more settled 
part of Ontario, and gave up my wan- 
dering prospecting life. I suppose it 
was the freedom and the lack of con- 
ventional restraints which formed one 
of the elements of the fascination, 
but there was also the continual round 
of things to be done and things to be 
seen and watched, which kept us from 
worrying about the solitude and com- 
parative isolation of the life. In any 
event, I look back on it now with

occasions asked the old man why he 
kept the trap hanging there and 
whether he ever used it to catch 
bears. The questions never were an- 
swered, the old man turning them off 
in one way or another. There came, 
however, an evening when, after a 
tiring day in the woods, the ald man 
and his visitor returned to the shack 
for the night, and the visitor produced 
from his baggage a flask of excellent 
liquor and gave the old man a gen 
erous helping. 
Whether it was 


the liquor that 


‘opened his heart or whether it was 


from some other cause does not mat- 
ter, but in any event when cupper 
had been finished and the two men 
were sitting by the fire smoking, the 
old man said to his visitor: “You have 
several times asked me why I keep 
that bear trap there and whether I 
I do not use it, and it 
hangs there because in that far cor- 
ner my former partner used to sit 
when the day’s work was done just as 
we_are sitting now. He had been my 
; Partner for a considerable number of 
' years, and we got along together ex- 
ceedingly well. 

_ One year we got to know that there 
was in our hunting area a she-bear 
which was accompanied by two year- 
ling bears and a little cub and these 
four animals appeared to be keeping 
constantly together and living with- 
in hunting range. We therefore set 
to work to try to trap them, but be- 
fore we had been on their trail for 
long we discovered that the old bear, 
which was the leader of the party, 
was an animal of quite unusual saga- 
city. The ordinary devices which 
would have resulted in one or the 
other of them finding their way into 
our traps, seerned to be quite uscless 
against the leadership of the old bear. 
On several occasions she had narrow 
escapes. She sprung one of our traps 
on one occasion with her elbow, but 
got away with nothing worse than 
the loss of fur and skin. On another 
occasion she left a claw behind her 
to show how narrow had been her 
escape, but after these two experi- 
ences she became so obviously on her 
guard against traps that it seemed 
almost useless. to try to catch her. 
Trap after trap was carefully dug up 
and clawed aside and the baits taken 
without any injury” to the animals. 
It went on in this way all through the 
summer. One mishap did come upon 
the bears. One of the yearlings, evid- 
ently grown presumptuous, and ignor- 
ing the guidance of the old bear, got 


into one of our traps, and was duly; 


despatched, but the other three re- 
mained quite immune against all our 
efforts. 


The year wore on and winter began 
to approach. Once winter had set in, 
it would of course be useless to leave 
the traps out, as the bears would all 
have retired to their dens to sleep 


out the winter, but for some reason; 


or other, we failed to take up th’ 
traps before the snow came. It was 
an unusually early winter and an 
unusually severe one, and before we 
realized it there was a consider- 
able depth of snow on the ground and. 
our traps were buried. My partner 
decided that he would make the round 
of them and try to find them under 
the snow and take them up for the 
winter, and accordingly on one morn- 
ing he set out alone for the trap-line, 
leaving me to occupy myself other- 
wise about the shack. 

When evening came he had not re- 
turned and the night set in bitterly 
cold. I was not at first uneasy, as I 
knew that my partner was a highly 
experfenced' woodsman. The trap 


[almost * ‘the last’ of. the. ‘traps had been g 


placed. Hehad* evidently. searched 
around’ under ’:the. snow. for it with 
his: handa, 
haps’ the growing’ cold of the ‘night 
urged him ‘to make haste and‘*made 
him: careless. In’ any eventin ‘the 


course of his groping he had’ sprung. 


the. trap beneath the snow and it had 
closed on both his: wrists, 


A bear trap is a thing of great: 


weight and strength. It has'to be so, 
and it has to be ‘firmly fastened down 
in order to prevent euch an. enormous- 
ly strong animal as a bear from either 
wrenching its leg. free or escaping 
with the trap and all. Once so caught, 
a man is perfectly helpless either to 
free himself. or to get away, and my 
poor partner must have realized from 
the outset that his case was hopeless. 
The supremely térrible feature of the 
tragedy became More apparent when 
on looking: more closely I saw that 
one of his wrists was almost gnawed 
through. He had apparently realized 
that his only hope was to gnaw his 
own wrists through and to get away 
before he-froze to-death. . Wliat an 
appalling task this must have been 
it is unnecessary to_explain. He had 
obviously set about it, and had almost 
succeeded in severing the bone of one 
wrist when cold and exhaustion had 
overcome him and he had ceased ‘to 
struggle. How long that piteous fight 
lasted, I do mot know. I have tried to 
keep from thinking of it. 

I freed him from the grasp of the 
trap, and I took his body home, and 
buried him, and I hung the trap where 
you see it now, over the place where 
he used to sit. and I have never touch. 
ed it since. As you may imagine, the 
sight of it is not a source of anything 
but pain to me, but in as much as I 
failed to go out on that night when 
I felt in my inner heart that he need- 
ed me, so I have felt that I should keep 
the trap there as a perpetual punish- 
ment to myself for my neglect, and a 
constant memory of the friend whom 
I have lost.

BOARD GF TRADE 
LUNCHEON 


The Hon. George Hoadley Speaks 
on the Empire Exhibition 


On Thursday last the Board of 
Trade luncheon was addressed by the 
Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture in the Alberta Govern- 
ment. It had ‘been announced that 
Premier Greenfield would speak, but 
on account of Cabinet business he was 
unable to be present, and Mr. Hoadley 
took his place at very short notice. 
There was a large attendance at the 
luncheon, the McBride hotel dining- 
room being filled practically to capa- 
city. The President, H. Willson, after 
luncheon called on G. W. Smith, M. 
L.A., to speak, and Mr. Smith in a 
few sentences explained that the 
Premier had been detained in Edmon- 
ton by unavoidable business, and Mr. 
Hoadley had taken his place. It was 
a matter of great regret to the Pre- 
mier that he could not be present,as 
he had a very friendly feeling toward 
Red Deer and its people. Mr. Willson 
then called on Mr. Hoadley to speak. 

Mr. Hoadley echoed the words of 
Mr..Smith as to the regret of the Pre- 
mier at not being present. He said 
that he felt it best to speak on a sub- 
ject wholly removed from controver- 
sial -politics, and therefore he pro 
posed to say something of his visit to 
[the Empire Exhibition at Wembley 
‘last year. He went to Wembley as the 
representative of Alberta, but not at 
the expense of Alberta, but at that of 
‘the Dominion. The Empire Exhibi- 

tion was the idea of Lord Strathcona, 
one of the greatest of Canadians, who 
put it forward in 1913. The Great 
War interrupted the preparations, but 
after it wag over these were resumed.

hibition was needed, because he knew 
that Canada and the other Dominions 
of the Empire needed capital and 
population, and the Exhibition would 
| help to get them these things. It was 
necessary also for Great Britain, the 
heart of the Empire, because for that 
| heart the food and raw materials of 
the Dominions were vitally needed. 
The Great War compelled the realiza- 
tion of the fact that Canada was of 
essential importance to Great Britain, 
because Canada could produce food- 
stuffs for all the people who could 
possibly exist in Great Britain, and 
Canada was only seven days‘ sail from 
Great Britain as compared with the 
,30 or so days’ that separated the 
other Dominions from Britain. He 
had had the opportunity of putting 
such considerations before various 
people in Britain, including the Com- 
monwealth Committee of the British 
House of Commons. One of the won- 
derful things at Wembley was a great 
‘tank containing a panorama of the 
world showing the great production 
areag of the world, and this panorama 
showed Canada to be the very centre 
of the economic world, with a Pacific 
port giving an opening for her pro- 
ducts to the Bast and an Atlantic port 
giving access to Europe. Her soil 
was magnificent, and her climate was 
,;—sometimes—magnificent.. The war 
had demonstrated decisively the need 
to keep all the children of the Empire 
in the Empire, and to prevent the dis- 
sipation of human and material re- 
sources outside of the Empire. !t 
was necessary to remember that each 
time we helped to develop some out- 
side area we helped to create a com. 
petitor for ourselves. 

He thought that it would help them 
to reallze the size of the Exhibition 
if he told them that its buildings 
alone covered 210 acres and cost 12 
‘million pounds to erect, while 17 mil- 
lion people visited it. Of those 17 mil- 
lion five million were children be- 
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-Perhaps he was tired, per- |' 
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tween the ages of 12 to 16 who were 
taken there under escort of older 
guides. This was done so that the 
idea of the Empire’s greatness should 
be impressed upon them at an age 
when their minds were most capable 
of receiving and retaining impres- 
sions. 

Lord Strathcona’s conception of the 
Exhibition was a great one, and the 
carrying out of that conception was 
great also. The Stadium planned on 
the model of the Coliseum of Rome 
contained seats for 125,000 people. 
On Empire Day he had the privilege 
of listening to 10,000 voices singing 
in that stadium to the accompaniment 
of a band of 500.pieces, and he had 
seen the march past of the represent- 
atives of all the Empire’s regiments. 
When the Air Force contingent was 
standing at attention and saluting 
the King, one man fainted and fell 
to the ground, but no one in the ranks 
stirred even. to look at him. Only 
the St. John’s Ambulance detachment 
came swiftly forward and carried him 
away. It was discipline such as thie 
that was present in the Old Contempt: 
ibles in the critical days of the Great 
War. He saw also a detachment of 
all the Highland regiments march 
past to the music of their pipes, and 
a most inspiring spectacle it was. An 
American sitting beside him express- 
ed an opinion to that effect, and said 
that such music would make any peo. 
ple fight. He had taken the oppor. 
tunity to say that it took a long 
time to make some _ people fight 
even with such music. The Palaces 
of Engineering and Industry cov- 
ered 25 acres. They were 900 feet 
long, with roofs all made of glass, and 
1,000 tone of material had gone to 
their construction. The plans for the 
buildings had been drawn by 25 diff- 
erent architects of the Empire, who 
had laid aside petty jealousies in 
order to co-operate in the work. It 
had been shown that if there were a 
national object in view, the most im- 
possible people could be got ‘to co- 
operate. The Exhibition’s amuse- 
ment park covered 47 acres, and in 
order to feed all the people there were 
50 restaurants when he first went 
there, and four more were aided 
while he waa staying there. (Lausgh- 
ter.) When the question of catering 
for the Exhibition restaurants came up 
bids were asked for and none sent 
in. The Lyons Company were a3ked 
if they would undertake it, and thay 
said yes, and explained that they did 
not send in a bid hecause they kn2w 
that no one else could undertake the 
work. The Lyons Company paid 
£50,000 for the catering privileges 
and £1,000 more for each additional 
restaurant put up. The people to be 
fed each day numbered 150,000.

Denmark had the advantage of being 
self-contained, a single race, with a 
Ealanced system of agriculture, which 
might be illustrated by the fact that 
farmers made a point of keeping stock 
in suitable proportions. For example, 
enough pigs to take the skim milk 
available from the number of cows on 
the farm. It was a small country, 
with only 16.400 equare miles as com- 
pared wilh the 230,000 square miles of 
Alberta. It was mevertheless more 
difficult for the Danish farmer to 
make money than for our farmers as 
far as natural conditions were con- 
cerned. Of their cereals, 60 per cent 
were brought from North America. 
They were compelled to use fertilizers 
for their land. Of their exports 90 
per cent were agriculture, and ag- 
riculture was not looked upon as an 
inferior occupation, but as one of the 
Of all the eggs 
f1.;crted into Britain 45 per cent 
came from Denmark, and 50 per cent 
of the butter. This had been done by 
co-operation, and not only in agricul- 
ture but in all national problems. Tle 
Government, which had been in exist- 
ence for 30 years, had representatives 
of labor, agriculture, finance and in

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THE THEATRE QUESTION 
IN RED DEER 

It is satisfactory to learn that there 
is now no likelihood of any difference 
of opinion between the City and tho 
proprietor of the Rex theatre as to 
the repair of the burnt building. It 
is understood that Mr. Culford, wao 
bought from Mr. Hendren, is going to 
build a new theatre in the spring, 
which will satisfy the requirements 
of the City regulations with respect 
to its fireproof character, and that in 
tthe meantime the old Empress The- 
atre will be used. The Council quite 
rightly interpreted their duty and the 
feeling of the general body of citizens 
when they refused to give their au- 
thority for the reconstruction of the 
old building on lines similar to its old 
state. It was felt that in its former 
condition the theatre was a perpetual 
danger, and that if it could poss- 
ibly be prevented, it should not again 
be used in such a condition. 

It is high time that Red Deer had 
an up-to-date theatre. The old one, 
apart from ita lack of fireproof con 
struction, had such a limited stage 
and such comparatively poor acoustic 
qualities that it made the production 
of plays and even more of musical 
programmes subject to heavy limita- 
tions. Travelling companies were 
naturally most unwilling to give per- 
formances in such a ‘theatre, and some 
local entertainments, which would 
naturally have been given in the 
theatre, were given in places better 
adapted for hearing, but less suitable 
in other respects. It is to be hoped 
that the new building, when it comes 
to be built, will be free from the de- 
fects of the old. 

It is quite important for any town 
to have a good theatre. After all, the 
moving pictures ought not to take the 
places of either the spoken drama or 
of concerts and other musical enter- 
tainments, especially the kind of mov- 
ing picture which forms the greater 
proportion of the available supply. 
Theatre proprietors may make the 
most careful eelection of their pic- 
tures, but even so they cannot hope 
to wbtain more than a limited number 
of pictures which are of anything like 
good value in any respect except that 
of superficial entertainment. The per- 
son whose theatrical experience con- 
sists of the average moving picture, 
is in much the same position as the 
person whose reading is limited to the 
novels of Ethel M. Dell and similar 
popular writers, or of the person 
whose food consists imuinly of iced 
cakes and chocolates. It is good for 
people to see really first-class plays 
performed and to take an occasional 
hand at performing in such them- 
selves. Both amateur dramatic clubs 
and operatic societies are good and 
healthy forms of social activity, but 
for their encouragement they need in 
the first place a suitable theatre to 
perform in. If the new theatre comes 
to be built, as is apparently now plan- 
ned, it would be a good thing if steps 
were taken to give the proprietor as 
much local support as possible in res- 
pect of local performances in his the- 
atre—always assuming that he wants 
such. Something in the nature of a 
joint organisation of the season's en- 
tertainments to avoid clashing, and 
to combine all the resources in res- 
pect of music and other kinds of enter- 
tainmenta would seem to be desirable. 
Now that we have a mayor who is 
himself one of our best performers in 
this respect, it might be a good time 
to get such an onganisation set on 
foot.

ON STANDING TOGETHER 

Mr. Hoadley, the Minister of Agri- 
culture in the Alberta Government, 
made two speeches in Red Deer last 
Thursday. One was a_ non-political 
Speech to the Board of Trade. The 
other was a political address to a 
meeting in the interest of the provin- 
cial Farmers’ Party. In both speech- 
es there occurred a note which is 
worth consideration. That note was 
the suggestion of co-operation or 
standing together, and it was sounded 
not merely {n connection with the 
prevailing movement for co-operative 
marketing, but in a wider sense of 
public and national life in general. 
It is an entirely admirable note with 
a quality in it refreshingly free from 
the harsh discords of political contro- 
versy which are at present sounding 
all over the country. If such a note 
could dominate over all others, the 
whole tone of our social life would 
surely have added to it something of 
pleasure and sweetness. Supposing 
it were imported into the discussion 
of political questions, what would be 
the practical effect? As things now 
are, the average citizen who takes any 
interest in politics chooses a_ side, 
states his opinions with varying de- 
gree of vehemence, and assumes, 
either seriously or with jocular fury, 
that all those who take another side 
are at best fools, and at worst delib- 
erate knaves.

. Might it not be possible to assume 


an immense acceesion of strength. to 
that rather frail: young organization. 
If, on the other hand, she comes with 
the intention of using the League 
merely as. a means of agitation for 
the recovery of her old position in 
the world, and particularly of her 
colonies now under mandate to Brit- 
ain, France and Japan, then she will 
be not a source of strength but of 
weakness to the League, which will 
gradually split up into opposing 
groups and become more or less as 
ugeless as the old and rightly des- 
pised “Concert of Europe” was. It 
is only fair to give Germany credit 
for the better ‘spirit until there is 
clear evidence to the contrary. Her 
present leaders, Luther and Strese- 
mann, seem to be showing a consider: 
ably more moderate attitude to all 
foreign problems, as if they had made 
up their minds that for the present at 
any rate Germany must accept the 
verdict of the stricken field and re- 
gain her world position, if she is to 
regain it, by other means than war. 
At the same time it is a matter for 
grave consideration whether a great 
nation like Germany can so change 
her whole temper and reconcile her- 
self to a prolonged period of inferior- 
ity to nations whom for generations 
she has heartily despised. The Poles 
are the chief of such nations, and it 
is the problem of Poland which evid- 
ently gave the greatest trouble to the 
Conference. Poland's territory is 
immensely rich both from an agricul- 
tural and a mineral standpoint. The 
Poles are a fertile people with a high 
birth rate whose numbers are increas- 
{ng rapidly. If they can have peace 
for a generation or so, and if they can 
avoid their old weakness of internal 
dissension, they may become one of 
the most powerful nations of the 
world. So far they have done better 
than was expected of them. Their 
territorial position is one of extreme 
peril. They lie between Russia and 
Germany, both old enemies, who have 
twice already divided up their coun- 
try, destroyed their freedom, and 
would quite probably be ready to do 
so again if they thought there was a 
favorable chance of success. Russia 
in particular is a standing menace to 
Poland. France, on the other hand, 
needs Poland as a counterbalance to 
Germany, and there is therefore an 
alliance between France and Poland. 
Germany’s territory lies between them 
and France has been constantly try- 
ing since the end of the Great War 
to secure for herself the right to 
transport troops across Germany to 
help Poland against Russia if the 
need arises. Germany has as firmly 
resisted the demand, and with some 
show of reason. The point does not 
appear to have been entirely settled, 
but Germany has not conceded the 
right. France is giving a separate 
guarantee to Poland, and it seems to 
have been left in doubt as to how 
French troops will reach Poland if 
they are needed. They could go by 
sea into the Baltic, but that would be 
a slow way and possibly a dangerous 
one. 

In any event the net result of the 
new Treaty seems to be that Europe 
gets something like a new chance. 
This treaty is an effort to get rid of 
century-old enmities and substitute 
for them joint national effort to put 
an end to wars and substitute for 
them an established recognized sys- 
tem of international arbitration. 
It is, of couree, entirely right. 
Whether it will be entirely successful 
is another thing. There can be no 
confident anticipation of world peace 
as long as the whole vast section of 
the world stretching east from the 
Polish frontier to the Pacific Ocean 
is outside the comity of nations, and 
is either openly and bitterly hostile 
to it, as in the case of Ruesia, or in 
such a state of anarchy as to be cap- 
able of almost anything, as in the case 
of China, where the only common 
feeling at present discernible is a 
growing spirit of aggressive national. 
ism, aiming first and foremost at the 
elimination of all foreign influence in 
the country. 

The setting up of courts of justice 
within the nations has not done away 
with all crimes and violence. In some 
cases these courts are conspicuously 
failing to curb those forces. -Yet 
they have done an enormous amount 
in that direction, and in the same way 
the new agreement between the na- 
tions will certainly not mean perman- 
ent peace and the end of all war, but 
it may mean the making of war much 
less frequent and much lees lightly 
entered on. If even that is achieved, 
then men may have cause to regard 
the conclusion of this latest interna- 
tional agreement as a landmark in 
human progress.

instead of looking for all the weak 
points in their policies or the flaws in 
their arguments, and then showing 
these up in the glaring light of invec- 
tive or ridicule, might it not be a 
healthy thing to look for all the good 
points, all the beliefs held in common, 
all the aims which can be pursued 
together, all the means by which dif- 
ferencea can be reconciled, and antag: 
onistic interests adjusted to the great- 
est possible common advantage? 
Such a spirit is found amongst com- 
munities in times of great emergency. 
It was found amongst the allied na- 
tlons during the world war, when not 
only was there a more or less general 
political truce within each nation, but 
as between the allied nationg there 
was a studied attempt made to find 
all that was best in the action of one 
another and reduce the points of fric- 
tion and criticism to a minimum. It 
was only by such means that in the 
end victory was achieved in the war. 
'The moment the strain was removed 
and freedom given to spirit of indi- 
vidual self-seeking and the expression 
of carping fault-finding, progress be- 
came immensely retarded, and the 
result was an imperfect peace settle- 
ment which has kept Burope in a 
state of restless anxiety and irrita- 
bility ever since. It is not only in 
time of war that gRere is need for that 
spirit of mutual forbearance. There 
is such a thing as an economic and 
political crisis ag well as a military 
one, and at the present time it is 
hardly too much to say that the world 
{s suffering from both an economic 
and a political crisis. It is that 
which has caused the breakdown and 
suppression of practically all ordin- 
ary freedom in such countries as 
Italy, Spain and Greece. It is that 
which ia causing grave anxiety in 
Great Britain as to possible labor dis- 
turbances. It is that which has re- 
sulted in piled-up debts and unbal. 
anced budgets in our own young 
country. Unless the crisis is solved 
wisely, it may lead to yet more un- 
satisfactory results for us. There are 
some ominous features about the 
present election campaign, such as 
an apathy among the great body of 
the people, which almost suggests a 
ccniemptuous indifference and die- 
trust towards all the political parties 
uppealing so loudly and acrimonious- 
ly for support. That is a bad sign in 
any country. If it were a time of 
great economic prosperity, it might 
be explainable on the ground of every- 
hody being too busy with their own 
affairs to trouble about political par- 
ties, but this is not such a time un- 
fortunately, and the explanation may 
therefore be a less pleasing one, 
namely, that the people as a whole 
feel that the tone of the speeches de 
livered by the political leaders has 
been marked by jan unattractive 
quality of querulous partisanship 
rather than by far-seeing political 
wisdom. 

It is not too late for the introduc. 
tion of another note into the cont st, 
and, if introduced, it is dificult not 
to believe that it would receive such 
a welcome from the general body of 
the people as would repay the men 
who had the courage and vision ti 
make use of it. It is entirely to the 
credit of Mr. Hoadley that he sounded 
the note in these two speeches of 
nis, and it is much to be hoped that 
there will be an answering echo from 
other quarters. It would be all for 
the good of the public life of Canada 
aud of her citizens.

IS IT PEACE? 

The conference at Locarno in Swit: 
zerland between Germany and the 
Allied nations has resulted in a treaty 
which may be of real importance in 
the history of the world. Put shortly, 
it is a treaty by which the nations 
concerned bind themselves not to 
niake war on one another in order to 
alter the arrangements made un- 
der the Treaty of Vergailles in 
1919. Germany, France and_ Bel- 
gium agree not to attack one another 
or to indulge in warlike preparations 
against the ‘Rhine frontiers, and 
Britain and Italy guarantee that ar. 
rangement. France is therefore at 
last given the guarantee which she 
expected and was promised at the 
time of the Versailles Treaty, but 
which fell through owing to the 
United States refusing to ratify the 
Treaty made by President Wilson on 
her behalf. Germany, on the other 
hand, is given the assurance that in 
her time of weakness she will not 
have to face an attempt by France 
to take from her permanently the 
territory on the west of the Rhine 
which is now under temporary occu- 
pation of the Allied troops. The 
effect which it ig to be hoped will 
follow from this agreement and its 
guarantee is the removal 


haunting fear of a renewal of the old 
strife between France and Germany, 
and the consequent demand in both 
countries for huge armaments to 
guard against such attacks. Next 
comes the entry of Germany into the 
League of Nations with practically 
no reservations or conditions. There 
{s apparently a sort of understanding 
that in the event of war breaking out 
—and it is clearly war with Soviet 
Ruesia that is feared—she will not 
be asked to take part in that war he- 
yond ‘her reduced strength. ,What 
the effect of this entry of Germany 
into the League will be must ‘be un- 
certain till it becomes a little clearer 
in what spirit she is entering it. If

A meeting in the interests of the 
Farmers’ party in the district was 
held in McBride hotel hall on Thurs- 
day night. It had been expected that 
Premier Greenfield would have ad- 
dressed the meeting, but, owing to 
cabinet business, he was unable to do 
so, and the Honorable George Hoad- 
ley, Minister of Agriculture, took his 
place. The meeting was well attend- 
ed, the hall being full except for one 
or two of the front benches. G. W. 
Smith,.. M.L.A., presided, and very 
shortly introduced Mr. Hoadley, say- 
ing that as he himself would have two 
meetings im the district all to himself 
on Friday, he would not waste any 
time in speaking that evening, but 
would leave the meeting to Mr. Hoad- 
ley. 

Mr. Hoadley began by expressing 
his pleasure at being again in Red 

Deer. On at least some previous oc- 
casions he was here as a Conserva- 
tive. It was not extraordinary for him 

to be in the Farmers’ Government. 

The only real discredit which a man 

could suffer under in regard to his 
political convictione was the discredit 
of not having sufficient interest in 

public affairs to belong to any party. 

He proposed to deal to some extent 

with the Government record. The 

Government had been criticized for 

being slow in arriving at decisions, 

but they preferred to take time to do 

so rather than endanger the future of 
the Province by hasty decisions. If 
there had been more of this caution 
in public affairs in the past, there 
would be less public debt today. The = 
real estate deals of 1912 and the rash 
municipal expenditure for which we 
were now all payimg were instances 
of hasty decisions. 

The Government had _ been con- 

demned in the same way for not de- 

ciding hastily to spend $12,000,000 of 
public money on the Spray Lakes pro- 
ject, but they wished to make a wise 
decision as to the initial policy, be- 
cause such a policy would pursue the 
project to its end, and, as had hap.

colonization railways, 
have been built by the Dominion, 
which had control of the natural re- 
sources. By a‘hasty decision, the 
Province came to guarantee the bonds 
of these railways, and in consequence 
had to take them over. They were 
now costing the Province $1,700,000 
a@ year. 

Even although the Farmers’ Gov- 
ernment had had to face obligations 
of this character on coming into of- 
fice, they had succeeded in arriving 
within $360,000 of balancing their bud- 
get in this year, and but for the rail- 
way debt they would have balanced 
it. It was unfair to compare Saskat- 
chewan’s balanced budget with that 
of Alberta, because Saskatchewan had 
no railway debt and no government 
telephone department, while ten of 
the services given through the de- 
partment of agriculture in Alberta 
were given through the University in 
Saskatchewan. 

As far as criticism of the Govern- 
‘ment was concerned, he wished to pay 
a tribute to the fairness of the weekly 
prese, but he regretted that he could 
not say the same of the daily press. 
When the Farmers’ Government came 
into power in 1921, the budget had 
been already passed. The Provincial 
Treasurer of the previous Liberal 
Government, Mr. C. R. Mitchell, now 
leader of the opposition, forecast in 
that budget a surplus of $42,000. In 
point of fact the year ended with a 
deficit of over $2,000,000. In Mr. Mit- 
‘chell’s last budget $16,000,000 had 
been borrowed, and the Farmers’ Gov- 
ernment had to find $900,000 of in- 
terest on that amount in 1922. 

They had met all these Habilities, 
had given better service, or at least 
as good service in all departments, 
and yet had got the budget to within 
$360,000 of the balance. He asked 
whether it was reasonable to suggest 
that in the course of three _ years, 
which were years of economic depres- 
sion, the Government should have 
been able to get rid of the debts ac- 
cumulated in 16 years of spending 
under the Liberal Government. They 
could have balanced the budget in the 
last two years if they had taken 
strenuous measures in respect to 
debts owing to the Province, but they 
thought that some leniency should be 
shown to such debtors. 

He attributed the defeat of the 
Government candidate in the Medi- 
cine Hat election to the bad weather 
preventing the farmers from voting. 
It had been suggested that the re- 
fusal of the Government to continua 
giving seed grain relief to the south 
was the cause of their defeat. For 
that refusal the Government deserved 
credit, because the continuation of re- 
lief was merely a waste of money, as 
another crop failure in the south this 
year has shown to them. He gave a 
number of figures to show what a 
great drain on the public finances was 
involved in the giving of relief and 
in such measures as the so-called Cow 
Bill. This drain the Government had 
put a stop to. 

With respect to the savings which 
had been effected by the Government, 
he pointed out that there were now 
503 fewer persons employed by the 
Government than in 1921, which in- 
volved a saving of $856,000. He gave 
a number of other figures as to the 
expenditure of the Government, and 
showed that only one dollar in every 
three came under the head of what 
could be called controllable expenses. 
The remaining two-thirds was ex- 
penditure which the Government 
could only avoid by repudiating the 
public debts. Under such circum: 
stances he submitted that it was sat- 
isfactory that they had come even 
near to balancing the budget. He 
challenged Mr. Mitchell to deny this 
if he could. 

He gave further figures of Govern- 
ment savings as compared with their 
predecessors. The grants to the fairs 
in 1921 came to $154,000. In 1924 
they came to ouly $65,000, and the 
success of the fairs was not affected. 
Such savings, though small in them- 
selves, were an important indicetion 
of the Government’s general economy. 

He had closed four out of six of the 
agricultural echools in the Province 
because he found that in all schools 
there were not enough scholars for 
two, and he had prevented this caus- 
ing any hardship by paying the fares 
of the intending students from their 
own district to the schools still open 
at Claresholm and Olds. As a result 
the cost of the schools had been re- 
duced from $191,000 in 1921 to $78,000 
in 1923. 

The telephone department was an- 
other ingtance of this. In 1921 the 
Liberal Government had on hard 
445,000 telephone poles, a stock which 
was grossly excessive, and it was diffi- 
cult to suggest any defensible reason 
for these being bought. They were 
certainly not needed for the ordinary 
The Farm. 


the stock for three years, but they 
fered that poles which cost $1.4.) 
could be sold for only 338c, and this 
loss went all through the sale of the 
Why such prices had been 
paid by the previous Government 
could not properly be explained. 

The Government had reduced the 
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cost of elections greatly. Thus the 
election of 1921, under the Liberal 
Government, cost $248,000. The 
plebiscite on the question of Govern- 
ment control, held under the Farmers’ 
Government with the same voting ma- 
chinery, cost only $133,000. They had 
saved over $100,000 in respect to 
printing and stationery. He allude.i 
to the Dominion election and a 
circular sent out by P. Burns & Co., 
directed against the Australian treaty 
and its effect on the dairymen of the 
Province, but said that he was not. 
going to discuss Dominion questions 
except to‘say that it was possible that 
the Progressives might hold the bal- 
ance of power in the new parliament, 
even if they were few in numbers. 

With respect to the Spray Lakes 
project, ‘he pointed out that the con- 
trol of the water was in the hands of 
the Dominion Government, which had 
been repeatedly asked by the Alberta 
Government to grant them a license 
to make use of the water or to give 
power to others to make use of it and 
the Dominion Government had evaded 
the request on every occasion. in the 
same way Sir Henry Thornton had 
either opposed the trial shipments of 
Alberta coal to Ontario or had insist- 
ed that no accounts be kept with re- 
spect to euch shipments as were 
made. It also seemed as if Sir Henry 
Thornton did not wish the cost of 
moving the coal to be made public. 

He then dealt with co-operative 
marketing and laid great stress on the 
necessity for a constant high quality 
in order to command the world’s mar- 
kets. He pointed out that Danish 
butter shipped to England was never 
examined provided it had the regula- 
tion etamp of quality on the outside 
of the boxes. In the case of the New 
Zealand butter, one box in ten on an 
average was opened and examined. 
In the case of Canadian buttes, every 
box and every package were exam. 
ined. One produce dealer in Britain 
gail that ne could get th2 best butter 
in the world from Pallesen in Calgary 
or from Edmonton, but only for one 
month in the year, and he had also 
been advised that Western farmers 
ought to ship their butter by the Pa- 
cific coast and the Panama Canal to 
avoid getting it mixed with the in- 
ferior Ontario butter. He then gave a 
short and interesting description of 
farming conditions in Denmark and 
pointed out in particular the extreme 
cleanliness, care and: syetematic 
methods of Danish farming. The 
average yield of the Danish cows was 
8,000 pounds of milk a year, with a 
3.8 percentage of butter yield. 

Hogs were looked after most care- 
fully and were graded only on the 
hook. As a result of the Danish sys- 
tem of marketing, the producers re- 
ceived from 70 to 75 per cent of the 
price paid by the consumers for hogs. 
whereas in Alberta producers thought 
themselves very lucky if they got 40 
per cent of the prices paid by consum- 
ers. He gave further particulars of 
Dutch farming, particularly vegetable 
farming and the manner in which the 
Dutch farmers managed to ship their 
produce quickly and cheaply to Lon- 
don at a cost less than was paid by 
farmers living only 50 miles out of 
London. 

With respect to the wheat market, 
he said that Eastern Canada was very 
anxious as to the grain trade of the 
West, and one authority had said that 
the loss of the Eastward haul of the 
grain would be a very serious one for 
the Canadian railways, but he pointed 
out that it would be very serious for 
people here if that haul was to be 
maintained at their own expense. In 
his opinion Alberta grain growers 
could send all their wheat by the 
Westward route and the remainder of 
the grain growera of Canada could 
send theirs to Montreal and still give 
Montreal all that it could possibly 
handle. There was no excuse for 
177,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat 
passing through Buffalo in a year and 
thereby giving the people of the 
United States $40,000,000 of net profit 
on the traffic. The United States was 
getting British money at 1% to 3 per 
cent for short loans during the grain 
marketing period, while the Alberta 
pool was paying 6 per cent to the 
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Britain were losing by the failure to 
uge the by-products of milling: for 
their stock as_was done in Denmark 
and Holland. 

Great Britain had plenty of capital 
and great resources in. young men 
who were quite unable to find work 
at home. No better place for these 
young men could be found than Can- 
ada. We were accustomed to speak 
of depression here, but in point of 
fact the people of Canada did not 
know what hardship meant. To see 
such it was necessary to go to’some 
of the great cities of Great Britain 
and Europe. If we took the right 
steps, we could got all the capital that 
was wanted in Canada, 

He had not much to say about the 
alleged shortcomings of the Govern- 
ment. He did not consider that there 
was anything to explain. The great 
lesson which the world was learning 
was that the essential duty of each 
individual was to see that the people 
with whom he came in contact got 
some benefit from his existence and 
his work. Co-ordination was the 
main secret of happiness and security, 
| and security was the most valuable 
possession that anybody could have. 
Only by standing together could that 
security be obtained. (Applause.) 

G. W. Smith expressed the thanks 
of the meeting to Mr. Hoadley for his 
excellent speech, and a formal vote 
of thanks was moved by Harry Wal- 
! lace, seconded by Ralph Patterson, 
and heartily accorded. The meeting 
Nerminated by the singing of the Na- 
tional Anthem.
